"J esus calls: His people listen" 

I grew up on a farm, and inevitably, animals would get out of 
where they were supposed to be and so we'd be out chasing 
them. All other work, play or even sleep stopped until we had 
those animals back where they belonged. However, it never 
ceased to amaze me— my dad could put a little feed in a bucket, 
shake it, call them and the animals would follow. The rest of us, 
well, that was a completely different story; we'd have to gang 
up on those critters and chase them. 

I remember chasing animals when I was sick (Dad sent me back 
to the house when he realized it), getting my brother back out of 
bed when my parents were out. Or, the time none of us will 
ever forget— a hot air balloon went directly over the pig yard so 
low that it had to fire its burners across the yard to get over the 
trees at the end of the driveway. We had to chase pigs from 
10:00 in the morning until 4:00 in the afternoon because they 
were so scared. Have you ever played "chicken" with a scared 
pig in a field for a quarter mile? It was the fence and not me 
that finally stopped that pig. When I think of that experience 
now, it scares me — what if I had tripped when j umping back out 
of the way? 

Jesus tells us today He is the Good Shepherd and when He 
calls. His people listen. 

We pray that we might hear His voice in the midst of a "noisy" 
world.
